E The Fire Plan process involves mapping various Assets at Risk, and applying a methodology to rank each Asset
across the landscape based on areas of highest expected loss in a large damaging fire event. Weights can then
be assigned to individual Assets in order to derive a weighted total score and rank (Low, Medium, High)
